Forest Fires 
Shown** Supervisor 
Soys Most Blazes 
Hor* Been Small Ones 


Supervisor L. P. Neff of the 
Shawnee National Forest, declaring 
there had been no appreciable 
moisture in the forest during the 
past 60 days, today urged limiest 
precautions from the public to pre­ 
vent forest fires. 
Mr. Neff said that ranger dis­ 
tricts were reporting one or two 
fires each day but that so far most 
had been small ones which fire 
fighters were able to contain. 
Biggest factors, he said, in keep­ 
ing down the fires despite the ex­ 
tremely long dry period, have been

He said that except for 1954, 
when there was fairly good rain­ 
fall, there have been four vears 
of drought in the national forest 
area. Repeated cautioning during 
this period, he believed, has re­ 
sulted in more care being exercis­ 
ed by the public to keep down 
fires.

Slayer Receives 
Death Sentence 


PRINCETON, Ind. W—Leslie Ir­ 
vin, accused of the “ Chinese exe­ 
cution” murders of six persons, 
will die in the electric chair June 
12 unless his lawyers can gain a 
stay of execution. 
Circuit Judge A. Dale Eby Mon­ 
day imposed the death sentence 
recommended by a jury which 
found Irvin guilty of one of the 
murders Dec. 20. 
Irvin was convicted of murder­ 
ing an Evansville, Ind., service 
station attendant. He also is ac­ 
cused of slaying two other per­ 
sons to Indiana, as well as three 
members of a Kentucky family. 
In each case, the victims were 
forced to kneel while the killer 
shot them to the head in “Chinese 
execution” style.
